After  Co-Lin,  Jenkins  played  for  the  University  of  South- 
ern Mississippi  where  he  was  the  all-time  shot  blocker  in  the 
school's  history  and  still  holds  the  single  season  and  game 
shot  blocker  record.  He  was  a  free  agent  in  1991  and  1992 
and  played  for  the  USA  team  in  the  Middle  East  in  1993 
and  was  voted  most  valuable  player  out  of  eight  countries 
in  the  Ramadan  Classic  Tournament.  Jenkins  also  played  in 
the  European  and  Canadian  Basketball  League  and  with  the 
Harlem  Globetrotters.  While  with  the  Harlem  Globetrotters, 
he  set  the  1 1  feet,  seven  inches  Guinness  Book  World  Record 
in  dunks.

A  Copiah-Lincoln  alumnus,  Randy  Bradshaw,  who  died  on 
February  6,  has  had  the  softball  field  at  Walker  (LA)  High  School 
named  in  his  memory. 

Bradshaw,  a  1975  Co-Lin  graduate  and  member  of  the  col- 
leges Hall  of  Fame,  was  very  involved  in  campus  organizations, 
having  been  an  executive  editor  of  the  Trillium,  among  many 
other  activities.  He  served  as  president  of  the  Copiah-Lincoln 
Alumni  Association  in  1995  and  served  throughout  the  years  on 
vital  alumni  committees.  He  was  also  a  graduate  of  Oral  Roberts 
University. 

He  was  a  Vietnam  veteran,  serving  in  the  Marine  Corps,  when 
he  came  to  Co-Lin.  He  taught  biology,  general  science,  and  anat- 
omy and  physiology  at  Walker  High  School  from  1984  to  2004, 
serving  several  years  as  chairman  of  the  science  department. 

After  serving  as  assistant  softball  coach  from  1985  to  1988,  he 
was  named  head  coach,  a  position  he  held  from  then  to  2003  with 
a  record  of  220-143-5,  winning  many  league  championships  and 
appearing  in  the  state  playoffs  several  times,  once  as  runner-up  to 
the  state  title.  He  served  as  head  coach  of  the  1998  Louisiana  East 
All  Stars.  At  Walker  he  was  also  assistant  basketball  coach  from 
1984  to  1995  and  was  freshman  football  and  basketball  coach. 

Bradshaw  was  a  lifelong  member  of  the  Louisiana  High  School 
Coaches  Association  and  served  on  its  excecutive  committee  in 
2002.  He  was  also  a  member  of  the  Louisiana  Softball  Coaches 
Association,  serving  on  its  Executive  Committee  and  Coodinator 
of  LSCA,  and  as  vice  president  in  1998. 

He  and  his  wife,  the  former  Alita  Summers,  also  a  1975  Co- 
Lin  graduate,  and  daughter,  Kasee,  were  active  members  of  Walk- 
er Baptist  Church  where  he  served  as  a  deacon. 

His  illness  came  suddenly  and  ferociously.  The  beloved  Coach 
B,  as  he  was  known  on  campus,  was  diagnosed  with  frontal  lobe 
dementia,  an  aggressive  and  rare  affliction  that  ended  his  career  in 
2004.
